In Eight Years and Driest in 12 


January ends today as the 
coldest in eight vyvears and the 
first since 1951 with an aver- 


age temperature below norma! 
This month also was the driest 
January in 12 years, but it ha? 
the most snow for the month 
since 1940 

The mercury in January aver- 
aged 302 degrees, 3.1 below 
norma! and the lowest since the 
26.6 average in 1948 The 
month's high and low tempera- 
tures were 63 on the fifth day 
and 8 on the sixteenth. Maxi- 
mums, however, were below 
freezing on 11 days and mini- 
mums were 32 degrees or lower 
on all but six days, Weatherman 
Harry F. Wahlgren reported 

St. Louisans who dug out of 
Sunday night's six inches of 
snow were well aware this 
month's fall was extraordinary 
The nine inch total is the most 
since 10.6 inches fell in January 
16 years ago. Record January 


‘on Feb. 1, 


snowfall is 14.3 inches in 1904 
Normal for the season is 17.3 
inches. 

The record drouth here was 
snapped Jan. 18, after 46 da‘ 
without measurable precipita- 
tion. January's rainfall totaled

Brawl Interrupts ~ Chattanooga 
Concert and Dance. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Jan. 
Bl (AP)—A brawl between Ne- 
gro dancers and white specta- 
tors interrupted a concert and 
dance here last night. Three 
white persons and three Ne- 
groes were arrested on charges 
of disorderly conduct. 

The entertainment, which fea- 
tured Roy Hamilton, Negro 
singer, was primarily for Ne- 
groes, but a special section of 
Memorial Auditorium was re- 
served for white spectators. It 
was estimated 3000-4000 Ne- 
groes and more than 1000 white 
persons were present. 

Police said the affray was 
touched off when a Negro mem- 
ber of the Hamilton troupe sat 
down in the dress circle, an area 
surrounding the dance floor and 
reserved for the white specta- 
tors. Another Negro tried to re- 
move him and the two began 
fighting, officers said. 

Negro dancers joined in the 
brawl and bottle throwing by 
both races began. Police dis- 
persed the crowd in about an 
hour and made the arrests. 


Blast Damages Home of Ala- 
bama Negro Minister. 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., Jan. 31 |

damaged the home of a ‘Negro 
minister who is a leader in the 
prolonged boycott of the city’s 
transportation system.

HE stage was now set for the active 1948 Presiden- 
Tea campaign. I picked Labor Day, which was on 

September 6th, to sound the starting gun of my 
bid for the Presidency, and most of my opponents did 
the same. 

The Labor Day speech at Cadillac Square in De- 
troit set the pace for the campaign speeches which 
were to follow. “As you know,” I told a nationwide 
audience, “I speak plainly sometimes. In fact, I speak 
bluntly sometimes. I am going to speak plainly and 
bluntly today. These are critical times for labor and 
for all who work. There is great danger ahead. Right 
now, the whole future of labor is wrapped up in one 
simple proposition. 

“If, in this next election, you get a Congress and 
an administration friendly to labor, you have much to 
hope for. If you get an administration and a Congress 
unfriendly to labor, you have much to fear, and you 
had better look out.” 

There were over 100,000 people massed in Cadillac Square, 
and I was encouraged by their response. It was a good start 
for my campaign. 

On September 17th, I began an extended tour. I had 
warned my staff and the reporters who prepared to make the 
trip with me that I was going out to win the election. “I’m 
going to fight hard,” I told Senator Barkley. “I'm going to 
give them hell.” 

‘One-Man Circus’ Draws the Crowds. 
At first, the critics referred to my tour as a 
and called it less efficient and less dignified than the 
compaign being put on by the Republicans. But as the crowds 
grew larger and larger and more people flocked to my train 
than showed up around the Dewey train, our opponents began 
to get worried. 

The trip across Ohio from Cincinnati to Cleveland was 
made in the daytime on the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton 
Railroad which goes through a whole string of little towns, 
and the crowds there were immense. Former Governor 
Lausche, who was a candidate for the governorship of Ohio, 
got on the train just south of Columbus, intending to get oft 
At that little town where Lausche got

again at Columbus. 
on there was a ctowd of from six to eight thousand people, 
At Columbus 
the crowd was so big they could not even get into the station.

death. I believe that at one time or another I put them all 
to bed, and despite its long hours and hard work I gained 
Y worked the reporters*very hard, too 


I worked my staff aimost to 


weight in the campaign. 
Simple, Sim&ghtforward— No Gimmicks. 

The technique which I used at the whistle-stops was 
simple and straightforward. no special “gim- 
“coached”. I 


There were 


micks” or oratorical devices. I refused to be 
simply told the people in my own language that they had 
better wake up to the fact that it was their fight. 

If they did not get out and help me win this fight, I 
emphasized, the Republicans would soon be giving the tarmers 
and the workers the little end of the stick again. I spoke 
bluntly and sincerely, and warned the people that if they were 
fools enough to accept the little end again, they deserved it. 

I also clarified the issues which the Republicans were 
trying to make complex for the voters. I talked to them as 
human beings with real needs and feelings and fears. I talked 
to them about their jobs, their homes, and the cost of living. 
I treated them not like crowds of people but like business- 


men, tenant farmers, housewives, married veterans, laboring 
men, teachers—individuals with interests for whom I, as 
President, had a genuine concern. 


One of the things which I tried to keep out of the cam- 
paign was foreign policy. I even asked that a teletype ma- 
chine be set up on the Dewey train so that the Republican 
candidate personally could be informed on all the foreign 
developments as they progressed. I saw to it that Dewey 
received important messages that came to me on the subject 
of international affairs. : 

There were many danger spots in our foreign relations 
at the time. The Jews, Arabs, Egyptians and Syrians had been 
fighting a shooting war, and I was trying to.get an agreement 
among those people to stop the shooting. Also, we were en- 
deavoring in every way we could to get the free countries of 
Europe in a cooperative mood in order to meet the Soviet 
threat to take over the free world. 


Government Business Goes On as Usual. 

The business of the government went on as usual from 
aboard the Presidential train. As in all of my absences from 
Washington, long or short, the mail pouches were delivered 
to me from the White House every day. I always had a 
regular staff with me so that the White House was wherever 
the President happened to be. I also held a lot of conversa- 
tions by telephone over a communications system installed on 
the train, and J] always maintained a complete and close con- 
tact with the government. 

A President can never get away from the urgent and 
never-ending duties of his office. A political campaign pro- 
vides no escape. It increases his burdens, and this was crit- 
ically true during 1948. The autumn of that year was the 
worst possible time for me to have to wage a political 
campaign, for at the same time we were negotiating foreign 
policy matters with the stubborn and suspicious Russian total- 
itarian government. 

We were rapidly exhausting all traditional avenues of 
negotiation... The United Nations forum—the organization 
which lad been set up for the exchange of views and the 
adjustment of differences—was being subverted by the Rus- 
sians into a propaganda sounding board, and our norma! diplo- 
matic channels were being stifled and frustrated by Russian 
truculence. 

What we most urgently needed, I felt, was a totally new 
approach—along with the right man to make it. The current 
political contest for the Presidency was a serious handicap, 
for though the State and Defense Departments were kept out 
of the campaign, they were at the same time part of my 
administration. 


Projected Vinson Mission to Moscow. 
In the meantime, the Wallace Progressives were gather- 
ing steam with their shrill campaign of “war mongers” which 
they directed at both major parties. This was precisely the 


line of propaganda used by the Communists, and it made for 
a further irritant in an already bad situation. The Wallace 


theme of preaching appeasement found emotional response 
among several minority groups who innocently swallowed the 
tempting potion of peace at any price. I believe that Wallace 
himself was a victim of his own naivete. 

It was for these reasons that I found it necessary to inter- 
Fupt my scheduled activities right at the height of the campaign

PEORIA. Ill., Jan. 31 (UP)— 
Three Bradley basketball play- 
ers, including the team’s lead- 
ing scorer, center Barney Cable. 
were declared ineligible yester- 
day following semester exami- 
nations 

Other varsity players ineligi- 
ble were Don Carothers, a 
junior from Moline, Ill, who 
also was rated a_ standout 
decathlon competitor in track, 
and Guard George Macuga 
from Tilden Tech High school, 
Chicago. 

Cable, a 6-foot 7-inch center 
from Rochester, Pa., was’ Brad- 
ley’s leading scorer with a 16.5 
point per game average. He also 
was the third leading scorer in 
Missouri Valley conference play 
with a 22.5 average 

Cable, it was understood, did 
not fail any courses, but re- 
ceived D’s in a mathematics 
course and in a physical educa- 
tion course to bring his over-all 
average below the points re- 
quired to maintain eligibility 
He announced he would remain 
in school to attempt to regain 
eligibility next year. 

Two freshmen also failed to 
maintain an average high 
enough to remain eligible. They 
were Bobby Joe Mason, an all- 
state player last year from Cen- 
tralia. Ill., and John Modricker, 
Logansport, Ind

Cheese Cake 
ls Test of 
Good Cook

HEESE @AKE. There is an

tecently, however, I found 
in Carolyn Coggins’s book 
“Fabulous Foods for People 


You Love” a recipe that calls 
for a vanilla pudding base. This 
seems to be almost an assurance 
of success. A Variation of an 
old recipe may sometimes im- 
prove it, and when this is the 


case I am always ready to ad- 
mit it 
Both cream and £ cottage 


cheese are the ingredients. The 
light cream may be replaced bv 
top milk if vou like. A choice of 
flavoring is given. I usually like 
vanilla, but rum extract is good. 
If I should be using rum itself 
I should increase the amount 
as its flavor is far milder than 
that of the extract 

When I am making a cheese 
cake I always use a spring form 
as it is difficult to remove the 
cake from casserole.* Of course 
it could be cooled and served 
in its own baking dish. It. will 
taste just as good as when it is 
removed but the appearance 
will not be as interesting. 

When we go to the trouble 
of making a cheese cake we like 
to have our handiwork admired, 
ven before it is tasted.

Curing Damp and Cold 
Masonry Walls. 

F, for one reason and another, 
| sou ever spent any time in a 

medieval dungeon you prob- 
ably noticed that the heavy 
masonry walls got a little cool 
and damp during certain times 
of the year. 

This same condition can _oc- 
cur in homes with interior walls 
of masonry unless the walls 
were properly treated to pre- 
vent the interior surfaces be- 
coming so cold that condensa- 
t10n occurs 

Just in case this happens to 
be your trouble, here is the 
way to correct it. First thing 
you do is to fasten 2 by 4 inch 
wood studding to the wall with 
the 2-inch wide face against the 
masonry wall. These pieces of 
studding should be = spaced 
either 16 or 24 inches from 
center to center. Now the next 
thing to do is to insulate be- 
tween these wood strips. You 
can use any type of good quality 
insulation for this job, but it 
should have a vapor barrier on 
one side and this barrier should 
face the room. It should not 
face against the masonry. It's 
also important that you keep 
the insulation from coming in 
direct contact with the masonry.
